Both reservations add that Congress, under the 
Constitution, has the sole power to declare war, an 
obvious statement, but one that leaves no chance for 
misapprehension abroad as to our form of govern: 
ment. | 
Of course, hairsplitting can point out some aitter.| 
ence between the two reservations. Casuistry might 
conjure up sets of facts to which the one reserva- 
tion might possibly apply with a slightly different 
force as compared with the other. But, after all, what 
difference of practical importance can be found in 
the meaning of the two reservations? Why should 
the one cause rejection by the Senate or the other 
rejection by the White House? 

The Hitchcock text recognizes the same liberty of 
action in other nations which we assert for ourselves, 
something the Lodge text ignores. The Hitchcock 
reservation, clothed in general terms inclusive of all 
the Lodge provisos, ought to commend itself the bet- 
ter to some Senate viewpoints than the Lodge reser- 
vation, which particularizes the contingencies to 
which it applies. 

Senate debate, which, after the wide range of the 
past, must now address itself specifically to the points 
at issue between the two sets of reservations, will | 
have difficulty in convincing the country that a de-| 
cision in favor of the Hitchcock text would justify it| 
iu further refusal to ratify. 

And the White House will have equal dificulty in 
convincing the country that a decision in favor of| 
the Lodge text would justify the pocketing of the 
treaty. 

Suppose the treaty to be ratified with the Lodge: 
reservation as to Section X; wherein will the mighty 
purposes of the league as an agency seeking justice | 
in international relation and the preservation of the | 
world peace be seriously affected or impaired? | 

White House as well as Senate must remember | 
that these great objects will be conserved by other | 
provisions of the league, no matter which reserva- 
tion as to Section X is adopted. 

Even with the Lodge text as to Section X incor- 
porated, there will remain in its original force and 
efficacy Section XI, which makes any threat of war 
a matter of concern to the League and all its mem- 
bers and prescribes their duty. There will remain 
the provisions looking to the adjustment of warlike 
diferences through arbitration. There will remain 
the provision looking to the establishment of a' 
permanent Court of International Justice and de- 
fining its jurisdiction. 

Too much stréss has been placed on Section X. 
Even if it is modified, there will remain in other 
portions of the covenant a machinery of peace far 
surpassing anything for which the world hoped only 
a few years ago. 

The present agreement in the Senate only relates 
to the parliamentary difficalties hindering renewed 
consideration of the covenant, but it gives a lively 
}hope for a more far-reaching agreement touching 
the covenant itself. 

Mr. Lodge, who declared on Nov. 19 that the 
treaty was dead unless withdrawn and resubmitted 
by the President, is now agreeable to taking it up 
without such withdrawal and resubmission and by 
action of the Senate itself. May we not hope for a 
similar modification of the executive attitude, should 
such modification be found essential to the attain- 
ment of early peace and the realization ofthe cove- 
nant’s promise of world relations based on justice 
and permanently peaceful relations? 
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WHY INTEREST RATES ADVANCE. 

A New York financial authority solemnly assures. 
the world that a sufficient explanation of advancing 
interest rates is found in the shrinking purchasing | 
power of the dollar. With everything else going up, 
why should not interest rates go up? “It must be | 
seen,” he says, “that a 12 per cent call rate at this 
time compares favorably with a 4 or 6 per cent charge 
before the war.” Labor earns more, therefore money 
should earn more, This amysing blunder arises from 
the assumption that money, the unit of value, must 
necessarily be subject to the same influences that af- 
fect the value of other things measured in terms of 
that money. As long as no other factors entered into 
the problem and as long as rate charges are expressed 
in percentages, why is not 4 or 5 per cent as fair a 


been difficult during the transition from the late 
form of government to the re-establishment of 
some other legitimate authority, and that you 
may have been at a loss to determine with whom 
business might be done. Nevertheless when prin- 
ciples are well understood their application is less 
embarrassing. We surely cannot deny to any na- 
tion that right whereon our own government is 
founded—that every one may govern itself accord- 
ing to whatever form it pleases, and change these 
forms at its own will; and that it may transact 
its business with foreign nations through what- 
ever organ it thinks proper, whether King, Con- 
vention, Assembly, Committee, President or any- 
thing else it may choose. The will of th@ nation 
is the only thing essential to be regarded. 

This statement embodies the principle upon which 
the civilized nations of the world have consistently 
acted since in recognizing new governments, whether 
they came into being by peaceful or by violent 
means. In previous instructions to Messrs. Car- 
michael and Short, Jefferson declared: 

Most codes extend their definitions of treason to 
-acts not really against one’s country. They do 
not distinguish between acts against the govern- 
ment and acts against the oppressions of govern- 
ment. The latter are virtues, yet have furnished 
more victims to the executioner than the former. 

In view of the established principle of the law of 
nations it is pertinent to ask whether the United 
States proposes in the future to reverse its age-long 
policy and withhold recognition of new govern- 
ments erected through violence. Consistency would 
seem to demand it if we create the new crime of 
sedition. 

And assuming that an accused citizen escapes to 
Siam, Mexico, Canada, England, Spain, France, China 
or any other state; he can-not be extradited to the 
United States for trial, because his offense is politi- 
cal and all of our extradition treaties expressly ex- 
cept that class of offenses from their operation. We, 


‘in our deep solicitude for the right of revolution 


against oppressive government, have compelled the 
protection of traitors and seditionists for a hundred 
years under what is now a universal principle of 
law. 

It is not conceivable that other peoples, who have 


learned the value of this great principle from us, 
would consent to its abandonment, even if we im- 
portuned them. 

The result would be that the United States, the 
exemplar of ordered liberty and self-government, 
would take the place of the Czar of Russia in the| 
vain pursuit of its political fugitives before all of | 
the Chancelleries of the world.

The absence of Senators from Washington, most of | 
whom are away campaigning for the presidential | 
nomination, has compelled the Senate to adjourn | 
daily for more than a week for lack of a quorum. | 
This constitutes a record in time-wasting, according | 
to a special correspondent of the Post-Dispatch, who 
further remarks that it is the apparent intention of 
the Republican leaders of Congress “to ‘pass no more 
constructive legislation than they are absolutely com- 
pelled to do.” ‘They plan to adjourn sine die June 1, 
and will come before the country with no blundering 
enactments to explain. 

Whether or not this proves to be good politics time 
alone will tell. In the meanwhile it may be ob- 
served that the present Republican majority in Con- 
gress was not elected to do nothing which would 
embarrass the party’s chances in the 1920 campaign. 
The joint appeal of Mr. Roosevelt gnd Mr. Taft 
to the people in October, 1918, to elect a Republican 
Congress was predicated on the Republican party’s 
alleged ability to meet promptly and adequately the 
great reconstruction problems which were then immi- | 
nent. Mr. Roosevelt and Mr. Taft did not say that a 
Republican Congress would not make mistakes. They 
did not claim infallibility for their party. But they 
did claim capacity and they did promise important 
and distinguished legislative service. 

The promise has not been kept. It may be that 
the Republican party will win this year. It con- 
fidently expects to. But if it carries out its leaders’ 
do-nothing plans it will come before the country, not 
with a clean sheet, but with a blank sheet. 
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The eminent statistician, Mr. Babson, remarks that 
some of our business men are.thinking in terms of 
their grandfathers.
